Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  vital  statistics  for  your  area  in  19&9  are  on  the  whole 
satisfactory.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population 
shows  an  increase  of  60  above  that  for  1968,  due  predominantly  to  ’’natural 
increase"  by  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths.  The  birth  rate  was  slightly 
higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  but  as  only  7 of  the  2 43  babies  born 
in  the  year  were  ’’illegitimate’’  the  illegitimacy  rate  was  exceptionally 
favourable,  being  a mere  3 per  cent.  The  stillbirth  rate  was  also  unusually 
favourable.  The  other  indices  of  mortality  in  infancy  were  as  near  to  those 
for  the  country  as  a whole  as  can  be  expected  in  so  small  a population  where 
a single  death  contributes  several  points  to  the  "rate" . Of  the  five  babies 
who  died  before  their  first  birthday  four  were  congenitally  malformed,  and 
these  deaths  do  not,  therefore,  reflect  upon  standards  of  infant  care. 
Congenital  malformations  may  be  caused  by  many  factors.  Some  are  genetically 
determined,  and  some  result  from  biological  or  chemical  insults  to  the  embryo 
in  the  four  months  following  conception.  A newly  developed  vaccine  against 
German  Measles,  the  most  potent  of  the  known  viral  causes  of  congenital 
malformation,  offers  hope  that  within  the  next  few  years  the  proportion  of 
babies  born  with  malformations  of  heart,  eye  and  ear  will  be  reduced.  Doctors, 
alerted  by  the  thalidomide  disaster,  are  exercising  great  care  in  their 
prescribing  of  drugs  in  early  pregnancy,  but  are  handicapped  to  some  extent 
because  the  most  dangerous  period  is  before  the  girl  is  known  to  be  pregnant. 
Some  common  drugs  which  are  freely  available  without  prescription  are  not 
above  suspicion,  and  there  is  evidence  to  suggest  that  even  the  humble  aspirin 
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vculd  "be  better  avoided  in  early  pregnancy . Only  by  ensuring 

good  health  and  nutrition  before  conception  and  starting  ante-natal  care 
at  the  very  beginning  of  pregnancy  can  we  hope  to  detect  some  of  these 
hazards  and  prevent  them  in  the  future 0 

The  disease  which  caused  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  in 
later  life  was  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease,  better  known  to  most  of  you  as 
"Coronary  Disease",  in  which  narrowing  or  blocking  of  arteries  in  the  heart 
wall  deprives  the  heart  muscle  of  an  adequate  blood  supply.  Fourteen  of  the 
47  deaths  from  this  cause  were  in  people  under  the  age  of  65.  This  particular 
cause  of  death,  however,  is  only  one  manifestation  of  a generalised  arterial 
degeneration  which  can  kill  in  other  ways.  It  may  be  only  chance  which 
determines  whether  it  is  a branch  of  the  coronary  artery  or  an  artery  serving 
vital  parts  of  the  brain  which  becomes  blocked  first,  and  it  may  be  a mere 
matter  of  personal  judgement  whether  a death  is  attributed  to  Ischaemic 
Heart  Disease  or  to  Arteriosclerosis.  It  may  therefore  be  more  realistic 
to  look  at  this  group  of  diseases  as  a whole  rather  than  in  isolation. 
Altogether,  diseases  of  the  heart  and  arteries  caused  97  of  the  166  deaths 
which  occurred  in  the  year,  compared  with  a mere  30  attributable  to  the 
cancers . 

From  a socio-economic  point  of  view  it  is  deaths  of  people 
between  the  ages  of  15  and  6 5 which  are  most  harmful  to  society.  Of  the  39 
deaths  of  people  in  this  age  range  17  were  attributable  to  cardiovascular 
diseases,  10  to  the  cancers,  and  4 to  aocidents . 

So  far  as  experience  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  is 
concerned  1969  was  an  exceptional  year,  for  no  case  was  notified  at  all! 

Dr.  Ward  resigned  from  his  post  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  April  1969,  but  as  you  had  difficulty  in  finding  a successor  was  kind 
enough  to  continue  to  hold  the  fort  until  October  1970.  I am  indebted  to 
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him  for  the  records  from  which  the  first  part  of  this  report  is  compiled, 
and  to  Mr,  Robinson  your  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  details  relating 
to  environmental  health  in  the  latter  pages,  which  I commend  to  your 
attention.
